NEW YORK. Dec. 19.—Hon. John G. A. 
Leishman, United States Minister to Swit- 
zecland, is en route to Europe on the Cily 
of Paris. 

Mr. Leishman at this time is the most- 
in Europe. He is a 
millionatre many times over, and has given 
tome of the most sumptuous entertainments 
that can be imagined at Castle Hapsburg, 
Lucerne. Those who have been present 


declare that no entertainments given in 
New York or Newpart can compare with 
them in lavish magnificance, Nor has any 
American abroad heretofore entertained on 
such a regal scale. 

Mr. Leishman ts a compactly built mar 
with a well-shaped head and a pair of 
big clear eyes. He has been abroad for 
two years, and while in this country he 
ran up to Pittsburg, where everybody and 
his sister know him, ran over to Allegheny, 
Where he was born, 45 years ago; dioppéeu 
into the Duquesne Club, of which he is @ 
member; a few times to talk over old times 
with eld cronies, paid a visit to the great 
Carnegie works, where he made his millions, 
and now jis off for Paris and Lucerne, where 
on the romantic shores of the beautiful 
mountain lake, nye is believed to be a Dil- 
lionaire at least.” 

He was nat bern with a silver spoon in 
his mouth, and. Ris riches to-day are the 
product of his OW labor and business 
sagacitv. 

His father died when he was very young, 
and, his mother being poor, he was placed 
in the Protestant Orphan Asylum. He did 
not like it and goon became messenger in a 
physician's office. He was a bright, ener- 
getic lad and attracted the attention of a 
director in the Shoenberger Steel Company, 
who gave him a bettér job, 

hen.othersbhoys read Old Sleuth stories 
and Dare Devil Dick yarns, young Leish- 
man studied arithmetic and praeticed writ- 
ing. He devoured thé engineering and métal 
pa rs which came to the office. From pub- 
cations of th ort he picked up valuabie 
information, Wen his.companions went to 
the galleries of e theaters and whistled 
and whooped at the actors in the day, 
Leishman went ta night school. 

But he -did-noée'tet his thirst for know- 
ledge stand in the way of his duties. He 
was the quickest, brightest. most intelli- 
gent messenger that ever stepped to do the 
bidding of clerk om empioyer. 

One day ke w to the bank to get the 
money for payi the hands at the mills. 
The man who u2ually accompanied him wag 
ill, and Leishrvatr’was alone.

A Post-Dispatch reporter asked Mr. Hep- 
burn this question to-day; 

“What is to become of the man with 
money? Is it not true that with the reduc- 
tion of the interest rate, the modern man 
of means cannot live comfortably on the 
income of his money, safely invested, with- 
ent supplementing its earnings by his own 
abor?’’ 

Mr. Hepburn replied: ‘The return from 
wealth is growing gradually smaller, while 
the return from labor in this country is 
growing larger. The man of wealth must 
be prepared to adjust himself to rapidly 
changing conditions. Unless he will bring 
his own ability and energy to reinforce his 
money he must change his mode of living 
and adopt economies which it has not been 
necessary in bygone years. 

“The choicest investments yield less than 
8 per cent. Some railroad bonds bearing 
344 per cent interest command a premium. 
Rentals are proportionately reduced and 
these conditions have come to stay. The 
growing wealth of this country is enormous 
and as a permanent condition we must 
recognize 4 per cent as a good return for 
investmcnts, while the earning power of 
money and property has for years been 
growing gragually less, at the same time 
the purchasiffig power of labor has steadily 
increased. 

“The present marks an epoch in national 
life, a relaxing of the fiscal policy which 
has so long controlled with commitant 
harge in posting: olicy. We may go to 
he past for principles, but in order to 
succeed we must study the future and 
adapt ourselves to whatever changed con- 
ditions it may bring forth.” 


CHICAGO CANAL WATER 


Trustee Jones Believes It Will Not Af. 
fect St. Louis’ Health. 


SPRINGFIELD, IIL, Dee. 19.—Alexander

“Personally, I am in favor of a deep- 
water canal, and believe if the matter is 
presented to the National Government in 
the proper light the channel! will. be deep- 
ened and shi will yet pass from Chicago 
to St. Louis and New Orleans by this route. 

St. Louis and Alton shoyld receive every 
protection possible, and I am in favor of 
the closest chemical analyses of the weter 
now or at any other time, 

“Our board is satisfied that the water of 
the Illinois, diluted as contemplated by the 
Statute, will not affect the health of 8t. 
Louis in the remotest, and if it should be 
demonstrated that it will we can be trust.~ 
ed to take the necessary steps to protect 
the people using the water, 

“But _a ship waterway is, after all, the 
great desideratum, and I am in hopes it 
will yet be accomplished,’’

YUMANTZE LAYS DOWN ARMS. 


Celebrated Rebel of China Has Become 
a Man of Peace. 

TACOMA, Wash., Dec. 19.—Advices 
brought by the steamer Kinshiu Maru are 
that the authorities of Szechuen Province, 
in China, have comprom:sed matters with 
Yumantze, the notorious rebel chief. who 
has disbanded his bandits, upon the 
ment of a large Sum. Besides 100,000 
of silver. Yumantze received an 
b.ue button, an official hat having peacock 
feathers and 
the Chinese army, In consideration of these 
Yumantze turned over Missionary Fleury 
and other hostages to the authorities 
Lungshuil upon the assembling there of 
Viceroy Wen and other notables, who had 
fled to Chungking during the rebellion. The 
Szechuen authorities have agreed to give 
Yumantze’s men half of a soldier's pay for | 
ceasing d‘sturbances against the peace. 

ne work of rebuilding telegraph lines 
which the rebels destroyed has been begun. 

Clan fights at Amo between rival boat- 
men have resulted in riots, which were sup- 
pressed by the authorities oniy after united 
action was taken by foreign consuls. Dur- 
ing the fights a dozen natves were shot 
dead and Europeans had narrow escapes. 

Mhe Jnpanese authorities in Fermosa 
have taken radical measures to suppress 
the rebellion in Central Formosa. By one 
expedition 200 rebels were kfitied and 80 
captured, includ'ng several ringleaders.

The Cleveland Man Now Sees Clearly 
That the St. Louisan Has the 
Law on His Side. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 19.—Frank De Haase 
Robison has practically no terms. with 
Muckenfuss on the proposition to transfer 
the Cleveland team to 8t.

The scheme for a reorganization almost 
went through to-day, and its promoters de- 
termined not to jet up until it is ac- 
complished. Louisville is dead willing to 
sell out just so she gets a fair price. She 
asks $50,000 for the club and franchise, or a 
$25,000 bonus for forfeiting the franchise 
and going into a minor association. 

Washington has provided a real stumbling 
block so far, but it is an open secret that 
J. Earl Wagner wll come around ail right 
when the proper parties go at him with 
Cash and authority to act. He has not 
told what his price on his franchise is, but 
it is known to be at least a shade above 
that of Louisville. 

The Baltimore management will be dead 
Willing to go into the second association 
with the present Grooms. In strength the 
team will be second to none tn that outfit 
and it is believed that a new set of faces 
up among the leaders will prove money 
makers in the Monumental City. 

According to the best obtainable infor- 
mation ‘‘Billy’’ Barnie ‘s to be the manuger 
of the Baltimores next season, President 
Ed Hanlon of the present club coming to 
Brooklyn. 

It is calculated that Cleveland. Balti- 
more, Washington and Louisville will want 
$19,000 altogether for going into the Amer- 
ican Association, and this sum is to. be 
paid in notes which will fall due about 
the close of the League season.

MONEY FOR INSURGENTS. 


Ii Is Said Cubans and Filipinos Will 
Be Paid for Their Services. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—It is believed 
that Congress will appropriate $3,000,000 to 
pay the Filipinos and Cubans for services 
rendered as auxiliaries during the war with 


Spain. Both the Hous® and Senate have 
approved the appropriation, but in d‘fferent 
forms. The subject is now in conference, 
and will be adjusted early in the week. 
The money will be available soon after the 
President’s return. 

The War Department is now at work on 
the plan. The Filipinos and Cubans are to 
be paid for the time they served as allies 
of the United States in the war with Spain. 
They must consent to be disarmed and dis- 
banded at the time they are paid, just as 
American troops are mustered out. 

Official information gathered by the War 
Department fndicates that the fund will 
be amply sufficient. There are about 12,000 
Filipinos under arms, and $1,000,000 will be 
more than enough to pay them, even if the 
rate is that allowed United States volun- 
tonte. 

The Cubans to be paid are supposed to 
nunrber about 20,000. Both the Cubans and 
Filipinos now under arms will, 
to the advices received, accept the offer of | 
the United States and lay down their arms.

James S. Collins was born in Watertown,

chores for his board. His next job was 
blacking stoves in the Wilcox hardware 
store.

property. No one knows better than I do 
that a new hospital building is needed. 

Mr Adams criticises our ventilation. The 
criticism ts just. The ceilings are low, and 
the only way fresh aid can be introduced 1s 
through the windows, as he stated. It 1s 
bad, but we can’t help it. Then our bath 
room comes in for some sharp words from 
him. I will not say they are not deserved. 
There is no shower bath. There are two 
iron tubs and they have become rusty. 
Porcelain tubs and a nice, bright, airy room 
would be better. But in their absence we 
are doing the best we can under the cir- 
cumetances. Now. I hardly think, Mr. Ad- 
ams was given a wet towel, with which to 
dry himself. The attendants are instructed 
to supply each patient with a clean laun- 
dered towel after the bath. 

“Then for his clothes. The kind we sup- 
plied him were not tailor made. And they 
had been worn by other patients. But they 
had been laundered and were clean when 
they were given to him. It is true, he was 
not given socks. He said he was sick from 
malaria, and he was put directly to bed. 
iad he said he was able to walk, he would 
have been supplied with socks. 

Now as to his treatment by 
and Dr. Mayes, he is certainly at fault. 
Moré was done for him than he knew. 
Mr. Adams told the doctor that he was ill 
from malaria. He had no chill when he en- 
tered. And when the chill is not on the 
temperature and pulse are normal. 

“As to the food served, if any patient here 
does not get sufficient food it is his own 
fault. It is not served, perhaps, as Mr.

food served. It is true that we use granite 
plates, and side dishes are the exception, 
though not altogether unknown. 
Mr. Adams has been accustomed to the best 
of hotels and has had a luxurious home, 
Charitable hospitals are not built and sus- 
tained for such as he. A person to become 
an inmate here must show that he has no 
means. The majority of our patients are 
accustomed to no better at their homes. 
Such seldom make complaints. My efforts 
here are bent towards trying to do the 
best I can for the greatest number of peo- 


ple. We could make a more elegant home 
for the patients, but it would necessitate 
either clo ing the doors to a large number, 
or the appropriation to maintain the hos- 
pital would have to be increased greatly. 
And by my own personal experience I know 
that an increase in the appropriation would 
be difficult to obtain. 
“The records of the City Hospital here 
show that our mortality fs less 
now than it was in former years. They 
compare favorably with any charitable hos- 
pital in the country. I have made.a per- 
sonal inspection of the charitable hospitals 
of the country. I have said publicly many 
times that our building was inadequate. IL 
have pointed out the defects to the Health 
Department and to grand juries who have 
inspected the place. A new hospital build- 
ing it needed. But the work of the physi- 
clans and nurses here is as good as any 
maepite in the land. 

“The detail system has its drawbacks. I 
would rather have paid help than’ to use de- 


talls. But they are used in every charit- 
able hospital I ever saw.

The 
great city of St. Louis should rather feel 
humiliated than exalted by the contempla- 
tion of the grinding care with which the 
city’s funds are doled out to its sick and 
destitute. 

“In my annual reports the changes havo 
been rung on the necessity of an ambu- 
lance corps of physicians with persistent, 
albeit futile, iteration. As stated in my last 
annual report it is little short of an out- 
rage that dollars and cents are considere] 
in this connection, yet this Is exactly what 
prevents an ambulance corps of capable 
and exper.enced men from having charge 
- this very important branch of the ser- 
vice.’”’ 

In Dr. Dalton’s report of 1890-91 he speaks 
again of the need of ambulance physicians 
in the following language: 

“Our action in this matter suggests that 
o’er true couplet: 

‘Rattle his bones, over the stones, 
He's only a pauper whom nobody owns.’ 

‘‘Language is too meager to express the 
feeling of one who has a spark of manhood 
in him. To say that it is downright crim- 
inality to weigh dollars and cents against 
blood and pain, is putting it mildly. I 
weigh every word when I say it is an out- 
rage on common decency and a travesty 
upon justice and humanity to allow this 
thing to continue.’”’ 


DR. MARKS’ FORCEFUL VIEWS. 


Politics, He Says, and an Impracticable 
System Are to Blame. 

Dr. Heine Marks, who was superintend- 
ent of the City Hospital four years, has 
forcible views on the conduct of that in- 
stitution.

QUINCY, IIL, Dee. 19.—The First National 
Bank, which wes to-day absorbed by the 
lilinois Trust & Savings Institution, was 
organized in 1857 by Augustus Marsh and 
others as the Farmers’ & Merchants’ Sav- 
ings Bank.

The Weather Was So Rough That It 
Was Impossible to Take on Fuel 
From the Collier at Sea. 


—— 


WASHINGTON, Dec 19. Admiral 
hley has been rather eeverely criticised 
for sailing away from Santiago, while Cer- 
vera was in the harbor, but before it was 
positively known that the Spaniards were. 
The Admiral’s explanation of his conduct 
is contained in his official report, dated 
May ®, in which he says: 

On the with inst. the Marblehead, Vixen 
and Eagle joined the @quadron, and the 
Marblehead and Eagle were immediately 
sent to communicate with the insurgents to 
the westward of Clenfuegos, and to furnish 
them with ammunition, clothing and dyna- 
mite. Upon McCalla‘s return, in the course 
of the afternoon, he reported to me that he 
had obtained information that the Spanish 
equacron was not in Cienfuegos, Dispatches 
were at Once gent by the upont to Ad- 
miral Sampscn and to Commodore Remey 
for the department, indicating that this 
sQuseree would move toward Santiago de 
Cuba. 

Great difficulty has been experienced in 
coaling the Texas on account of her pro- 
jecting spunsons. In eny séaway whatever, 
and only under the most favorable condi- 
tions, can she go alongside a collier. In 
anything more unfavorable than absolutely 
smooth water there is great danger of in- 
jury either to tre Texas herself or the col- 
lier. In this connection the advanteges of 
a tumble-hole to the side is very marked, 
insuring great freedom from accident due 
to projections on the ship’s side. 

After dark, on the evening of the 2ith, the 
squadron stood to sea, to the eastward, 
with the Brooklyn. Massachusetts, lowa 
and the Texas in column natural order; the 
Marblehead, Vixen and Eagle on the outer 
flank, and the collier inshore of the battle- 
ships. Tse Castine was left at Cienfuegos 
to notify the Scorpion on her return, should 
she not be sighted by us, to proceed to 
Key West in company. 

The run to Santiago wos marked by rain 
and rough weather, to such an extent that 
the Fagle was unable to — up a spéed 
of 7.5 to 8.5 knots, and fell behind so much 
as to seriously delay the squadron, which 
was forced to slow to a speed of from four 
to five knots for her to regain and hold her 
position. As this rough head sea continued 
with no apparent prospect of abating, and 
as the Eagle's coal supply was becoming 
dangerously low, she was sent to Port An- 
tonio for coal, with directions to make the 
best of her way beck to Kev West. 

On arriving off Santiago the collier Mer- 
rimac was disabled by the breaking of her 
intermediate pressure valve stem and the 
cracking of the stuffing box. This served 

a further embarrassment to the squad- 

a source of considerable anxiety, 

as, the wéather condition that had 

been prevailing since leaving Cienfuegos, it 

appeared absolutely necessary to abandon 

the position off Santiago and seek 

where the vessels could be coaled 
collier’'s machinery repaired. 

Off Santiago the St. Paul, Yale and Min- 
neapolis were sighted and communivateéed 
with. The Minneapol:s reported that she 
only had sufficient coal to reach Key West 
and that her machinery was in bad condi- 
tien. The coal supply of the other two 
scouts was also much reduced. Arrange- 
ments were at once made whereby the 
Yale was to tow the collier and, as the 
prospect did not seem favorable for re- 
plenishing the meager coal supply of the 
other vessels. the squadron stood to the 
westward, towing the collier. The opera- 
tion of taking the collier in tow proved to 
be quite difticult. ow.ng to the size and 
weight of the two ships, and the repeated 
parting of the tow lines, Finally, however, 
after 24 hours’ unremitting exertions, the 
collier’s chain cable was. act to the Yale 
and the squadron proceeded. The St. Paul 
was ordered to remain off Santiago until her 
coal supply would no longer occasion furth- 
er delav. 

After standing to the westward for about 
three hours. or about twenty-five miles. 
the conditions became less favorable and 
the squadron stopped. The Texas and 
Marblehead were sent alongside the collier. 
whose injury had been temporarily repaired 
and coaled during the night. 

Inasmuch as it was known that, in case 
the Spani=> squadron reached Santiago 
Admiral! Sampson was able to block any 
movement of the enemy through the Ba- 
hama Channel, my Intention in standing to 
the westward was, should it become neces- 
sary, to bar any effort of the enemy to 
reach Havana by a dash through the Yu- 
catan passage. 

On the 24th instant continued coaling the 
Texas and Marblehead and Jater the Vixen. 
In the afternoon. having managed to get 
sufficient coai into these vessels to enable 
them to remain with the squadron, shaped 
course for Santiago, off which port we ar- 
rived about dusk, lying about four or five 
miies out. 

The next morning, 29th inst, steamed in 
to examine the entrance to the harbor and 
sighted the Cristobal Colon anparently 
moored, head and stern, across the western 
channel around Cape Smith, also one of the 
vessels of the Vizcaya or Infanta Maria 
Teresa class moored in the eastern channel, 
and two small torpedo boats. Later in the 
day made out the military tops of a third 
vessel farther up the harbor.

Mistake Causes Death of the Fanita’s 
Fugineer, Three Others Are Scalded. 

HAVANA. Dec. 19.—A terrible explosion

PEACE JUBILEE. FUNDS 


Senator Schweickardt Says Criticism 
of Him Is Unjust. 


Senator Charles Schweichardt contended 
that the criticism of the amounts of bills 
paid by him as chairman of the Commis- 
sary Committee of the Peace Jubilee Com- 
mittee is unwarranted and unjust. He made 
a ‘statement Monday. 

“The prices paid,” he said, “were not 
excessive in view of the need of haste, the 
delays, the necessity of serving the soldiers 
under shelter and the other unusual exigen- 
cles. 

‘In the first place, the First Regiment 
was expected to arrive Saturday. Acting on 
that expectation, I sent perishable goods to 
the barracks. There were hundreds of 
pounds of ice, grapes and tomatoes and 
other things which would not Keep more 
than 24 hours. The regiment did not arrive 
until Monday. New supplies of these per- 
ishable articies had to be sent down. These 
did not cost a great deal, but all amounted, 

“Considering the amount of work done 
I do not think the charges for cooks was 
excessive. You must remember that it was 
two days’ work. Food for 100 men could 
not be conked in one day. 

“The only charge which I considered 
might have been less was that of Steward 
Harte of $25 for his services, but he was 
in charge of the mess-room and responsible 
for everything, and I suppose he thought 
he ‘had to charge enough to covet pos- 
sible breakage and losses. 

“Before the regiment arrived I said to him 
we did not expect to have all the trouble 
for nothing. I thought it would be right 
to give him $10 or so. 

“My remarks applied only to him, My 
experience in life has been that you can’t 
get anything done without paying for it. 
I supposed we would have to pay for help. 

“Now, if the department had told us tha’ 
the mess room and necessarliy help 
was placed at our disposal withou 
charge it would have been very gente 
but we were turned over to Stewart Harte 
and we had to pay wnatever he charged. 

“Of course we could not take an engi- 
neer,. cooks, waiters and all that down there 
when we were usirg the mess room. We 
had to use the force we found there and 
pay what was demanded. 

“YT want to say earnestly that every dol- 
lar contributed for the soldiers’ welcome 
was spent for that noble purpose, Not a 
cent went to any committeeman.’
